In uiew of the fact that Black has adnitted 
engaging in espionage activity for the Soviet Union over 
a period of uany years and, further, since the Bureau has 
presented his case to the Department for prosecutive con- 
sideration on various occaoiono^ it is not believed advisable 
for the Bureau to assume the role of a nail drop for Black to 
^ save him. possible embarrassment. 

While Black has given the Bureau information since 
' about June, 1950, it is to be noted that Black has not ad- 
mitted the passage to the Soviets of any classified informa- 
tion or information vital to the national defense, which 
admissions would tend to involve hin in a violation of espionage 
statutes. It is difficult to believe that the Soviets would 
have been in contact with Black from about 193d to as late as 
1950 if he mere not furnishing them with pertinent information. 

It is also noted that it was necessary for the Bureau 
to go to Black and question him regarding his espionage activity 
and that he did not come voluntarily to the Bureau, 

While Black*s cooperation should be solicited to re- 
establish contact with the Russians if he is ever recontacted 
by them, it is not considered to be within the province of the 
Bureau to receive any mail the Department may send him. 


Black should be informed that any requests such as 
the one in reflet should be made directly to the Department 
by Black,

N. 5th Street* and knows THOMAS L. BIACK as a fellow ^ployee 
and excellent chemist. For this' reason* they approadied BLACK 
to take employment with the new firm* Manufacturers Chemical 
Corporation* as of 2/1/51. BLACK is apparently going to accept 
the position but due to the fact he has informed them of being

In view of this infonnation* HELLER desired to ascertain if the FBI 
had questioned BIACK or if BLACK had been cleared.

On 12A6/51, TKCH’AS L. BUCK advised the writer that he had been 
seriously considering taking a positron as chemist with a new firm, the 
llanufacturers Chemical Corporation, 925 9th St. This firm is a sub- 
sidiarj' of the Clarkson Laboratories, 919 V. 9th St, BUCK said he had 
been offered the position by l^lton Sloan, a salesman at Chas. 17. Berg 
laboratories. Sloan wili be a partner in the new fiim. 

BUCK said the new firm would specialise in detergents for textiles 
. some of which might be utilized bj' the nilitarj’’ branches of this goveninent. 
BUCK asked if his taking a position with the new firm might not jeopardize 
the new firm in securing military contracts. He added that the tyjje work 
the new firm would be able to do would not involve classified work of any 
nature. He also said that he did not believe SLQAIJ had any knowledge of 
his past activities. 

BUCK was told that the Bureau was in no way responsible for his 
actions in the past and the question of. his changing jobs would have to be 
his own decision. He was also told that it was not the policy or function 
of the FBI to issue clearances for individuals, ,

He said that he was aware of this, but wondered if he took the job,

On December I8, 1951# THOMAS L, BLACKj called the writer and 
advisecl-as follows: 


) 


BUD M>KUS> a partner In the Charles W. Berg Laboratories had 
tol(2rhlm that a couple of men representing themselves as 
Federal men had been in the neighborhood making inquiries 
about hlm« BLACK said ALKUS told him that these inquiries 
had been make in the past few weeks. ALKUS also told him 
he learned these men had sat in a car in the neighborhood 
on a coxiple of occasions. On one occasion they had entered 
the tavern at 1816 Germantown Avenue, and had drinks with 
the bartender, EDDY, while asking about BLACK. 


BLACK was quite upset emotionally over this incident and 
wanted to know if men from our organization might be observ- 
ing him again. He was asked if he felt there was any reason 
that our organization should 'be making inquiry of neighbors 
about him. BLACK advised there was no reason that he could 
think of warranting additional inquiry. 

He then advised he was afraid that these men pretending to be 
Federal men were actually Soviets making inquiries about him. 
He said he felt sure it would be the way the Soviets wotold go 
about re-establishing contact. He also said that the fact 
these men drank while on duty made him believe very strongly 
they were not Federal men. 


The writer proceeded to the Charles W. Berg Laboratories, 1827 
North 5th Street, Philadelphia, and contacted BUD ALKUS there, 
ALKUS furnished in essence t4ie same story about the Federal 
men as did BLACK. However /he indicated his source for the 
information was EDWARD FIMkOWSKI owner of Eddy's Tavern. I816 
Germantown Avenue. y 

EDWARD FLORKOWSKI advised that approximately 1^ to 2 months 
ago he saw a pair of men sitting in a car outside his tavern 
on two occasions.

PLORKOWSKI said after he 
accosted them, they left the area and he has not seen them 
since. He was iinable to furnish a description of the auto- 
mobile or the men other than they were both white. PLORKOWSKI 
said definitely that the two men made no Inquiries of him ■ 

concerning any person or any firms in the immediate area. .

ALKUS was recontacted and asked about the varisince in the 
story. He said he may have mlsxinderstood PLORKOWSKI when y 
he first heard the 8toz*y. ALKUS also said that a year ago--^^ 
when BLACK was under observation some of the people ^irir'^he 
neighborhood assumed it was the FBI and he might -inadvertently 
assxmeclthe Federal men, PLORKOWSKI spoke of, were from o\ir 
organization and interested in BLACK again. 


Later in the day BLACK again contacted the writer smd wanted to 
know If his suspicions were* right and if the men were Soviets, 
what could he do. He was told that the sltiiatlon had taken 
place about one and one-half to two months ago and the story 
had become enlarged at. each retelling. 

BLACK said he was thankful for that, but because of his 
suspicions about the Soviets recontacting him he wanted this ^ !

Abot.l, lOiSO P.M. on Sunday, 5-20-66, SA JAMES HARVEY of 
the Newaiic Oi'flcc telephoned the Philadelphia Office and spoke vith 
clerk, CrlARLES Bl.GUifT, «ho relayed his questions to the writer at hone 
by telephone. Tho writer discussed the matter telej^onically vith SA 
CHARIES SlLVERTHO:th to obtain any additional factual inforaation, then 
with the S.s.C for piirposes of briefinj.jto correlate policy* The writer 
then spoke ty UOi phone with SA HARVEf of the kevatk Office* The 
questiens raised by BLACK vith the New-^rk Office have been recited in 
Newark's t.eletypc of 5-21 and are therefote not repeated herein* 



SA HARVKY was advised that from menoxy it was believed 
that atcut 1953 LUCK had indicated his intention to vilte a book or 
articles rc^nrdin^: his experierces and had asked whether permission 
v.oulo be given for this. He was told at that tine that the FBI could *'• 
not cerccr his aiticies. He vis cautioned, however, not to reveal 
i rf oriration legarding the national security and he volunteered to submit 
aro'thing he Inteiiur-d to write tc the FBI, although it vas made clear 
to hijn that v.e would not censor his material, nor clear, nor refuse to clear 
it. About 1953 a secret Incllctment was found against JOSEPH KATZ iho 
was then in Fi-ar.r«-. KATZ vas of intero.st in the Gregory case among 
otlicrs, and tne foct that the Bureau r.is aware of his activities had never 
been p\:llicized« It was accordingly feared that articles By BUCK 
might adversely affect the Bureau's ability to apprehend KATZ by * 
publiciring the f. rt that we knew of nim* On the other hand, tetHthe 
past few veeks^pricr t/s BLACK*s appearance before the Senate Internal 
fecurity Sub-CoEj. ittec at Washington, the Bureau insttucted that
